Sir, apart from these difficulties, I personally feel that 
the administration has been hampered, obstructed and 
even demoralised by the activities of numerous political 
parties, more than that are usually found in any other 
legislative assembly of this country They have impeded 
the work of administration so much, that in spite of such 
difficulties, we have done much during the last one year. 
Therefore, the congratulation has to be enhanced by this 
factor also 

Sir, our legislative measures, well conceived and put 
into debate m this House, have, on account of the last 
difficulty that I mentioned, have emerged from the House 
m a mutilated or attenuated form, so much so, that some 
of these measures are found to be difficult to work. 
Various opinions, idealogies belonging to several of these 
parties have crept into these measures insidiously some- 
times and directly on other occasions and made them out 
of shape from the one that was conceived m the commen- 
cement. Take for example, Sri Venkateswara University 
Bill The fundamental things that we planned for being 
provided m that measure have been so affected by our 
differences of opinion in this House that each party had a 
hand in changing some of those fundamental provisions 
out of shape so much so that it is already felt that this 
University need not have been started under such auspices. 
This is true in several other measures also. 

Sir, accommodation for the Services has been aqhievsd 
to a large extent during a very short time To put up 
500 tenements for the ministerial officers and to erect the 
whole structure of Secretariat building and several other 

improvements by way of amenities to the staff* all these 

are really laudable achievements made so far. 

Sir, mention has been made m the Address ^that the 
construction of a hostel for the legislators lias 'been 
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deferred as the last item to be undertaken hereafter. We 
thank His Excellency for giving priority to the amenities of 
Services and deferring our amenities to a later date The 
housing of the legislators at present, Sir, is a woeful thing, 
a most insanitary place with no sanitary arrangements. 
The whole location of this thing has made oui life m the 
hostel at present a very grievous one There is a promise 
that the building of a hostel is to be undertaken very soon 
at a cost of eight lakhs. I do not know whether eight 
"lakhs or six lakhs or four lakhs (Opposition Benches • Ah ! ) 
would be sufficient. But the sooner we are taken out of 
the present premises the better. 

Sir, we are faced with a situation or an atmosphere 
in which some of the opposition parties have taken advan- 
tage of the difficulties of this Government 

[At this stage the Deputy Speaker occupied the Chair] 
and have come forward with censure and no-confidence 
motions, (Interruption) Yes, a friend of mine on the 
other side refers to democratic rights I agree, Sir ; but 
democratic rights from non-Communist friends, I cannot 
understand- (Laughter from Opposition Benches). For 
democracy and liberalism are the things which are foreign 
to our Communists.

Sri K. Varadachan :— Sir, the question of relevancy is 
to be found m the very opening paiagraphs of the Gover- 
nor's Address, v. Inch runs thus 

"We have during this short period not only 

overcome several difficulties but also have 

had some notable achievements to our credit" 

That one sentence affords all the relevancy for the topics 
I am raising, and especially m view of the slogan of 
democratic right raised by our friends in the Opposition 
gives me the whole relevancy on the subject. 

Sir, our friends in the Opposition, the Communist 
Party always starts with democracy and liberalism as 
their mask, They have never adhered to it after they 
achieve what they call power for the ends of the Communist 
Party. The whole history of the work and programme 
and policies and creeds of this Communist Party is well 
known to the world They start with this apparent 
insistence upon democracy and liberalism and delude 
people into their fold m that manner.

Sn K. Varadachan :— Sir, I mentioned that as nearly 
as 54 separate, distinct topics have been introduced as 
amendments to this debate by the other side Some of 
them are important ones, while some others are absolutely 
of small content, which could wait for the budget session. 

Sir, I have already said about the Venkateswara 
University Bill During the past one year we have been 
able to see two big community projects . . . , why two, 
several community projects introduced for each district as 
well as national extension schemes. They are all well 
conceived. But I note that there are public complaints 
in my district, namely, that the expenditure and investment 
under these projects have far exceeded the actual work to 
be done or are being done by our officers. I have been 
telling our people that at the inception it may look so and 
that this is a thing which will be visible only in the first 
stages of the project ; it cannot be appreciated at this stage, 
but that as time goes on, these will be so effective that 
then only people will be able to see really what amount of 
improvement has been effected tinder these schemes. But 
any way there seems to be lurking some reasonable doubt 
as to the conception of the programme in its details. 
I hope Government will look into this and see moneys 
invested on such a large scale is not wasted on no work tit 
very little work done. 

Then, the ameliorate scheme bt relieving unemploy- 
ment amongst the ex4appers» a problem related to the 
question of Prohibition, has already been announced in the 
A4dre?s, In spite of thi% we find a latfge number of 
amendments Covering that topic* It is proposed to givfe 
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woik to all the tappers. That being so, there is no mean- 
ing again raising the topic after the Address has been 
delivered containing that promise The details are being 
worked out and a few experimental centres are being 
opened heie and there for the pieparation of neera or 
manufacture of jaggery These are all too niggardly. 
But we have to assess the lesults before we launch it on a 
large scale Therefoie, I submit that we must congratulate 
the Government for finding a good and lasting solution 
for the unemployment of tappers and we need not be 
doubting the bonafides of the Government in this matter. 

Then, Sir, it is said that not much attention has been 
paid to all the problems of the weavers No dout the 
Government have been able to get a large amount of 
money from the Central Government for helping the 
handloom weavers, there is cess on the mill cloth, and even 
otherwise measures are being taken for the relief of the 
weavers. But the conception of relief must be on more 
imaginative lines. My friend Mr. Pragada Kotaiah has been 
insisting that the real crux of the problem is the capacity 
of the weaver to produce yarn himself mstead of depend- 
ing upon mills. He has got very good suggestions to 
make - and he has written articles in many journals. In 
Chittoor district, m my constituency there is a large 
population of weavers who are anxious that they should 
not depend on the mills hereafter for their yarn, and that 
something must be done to increase the output of yarn 
from cottages themselves so that they may not depend 
upon the mills for their weaving operations. I hope the 
Government wili thmk on these lines It is said that* if a 
technical expert could produce a machine which would 
mcrease the output of yarn five times to one spindle on 
charka, the weaver need not depend upon mill yarn. My 
fnend Mr. Pragada Kotaiah will tell us about the details 
when he speaks on the amendments that he has tabled, 

In regard to the question of solving the problem of 
inams, Government have already come forward with 
proposals for easing the situation with regard to the evic- 
tion of tenants in all the inams. In fact, the Estates Land 
Act and the 1936 Amending Act included bigger inams in 
its purview, Btit at the time of passing the Estates Aboli- 
tion Act, we had under pressure of public opinion to delete 
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these mams from the definition, and now the problem has 
become a serious one and tenants everywhere are crymg 
for relief that they should not be evicted from the lands. 
But, there is one great difficulty m this matter Our friends 
want that the tenants should be given occupancy rights 
and that they should be allowed to have their rents reduced 
on a par with the other estates m the State and similar to 
the provisions contained m the Rent Reduction Act 
After all these are done, what remains is the tnamdar goes 
without anything to fall back upon. The only thing that 
can be done at this stage before land reforms are introduced 
on a mass scale, is to protect the tenants from eviction. 
The agitation for land reforms is a mis-conceived one in 
my view. Let our friends wait till we are able to mtroduce 
land reforms on a scale which would be uniform in the 
whole State. To confer occupancy rights upon the tenants 
straightway and to reduce the rents now is not good. 
These are people who own small extents of land on which 
they depend for their livelihood. Every one who says that 
he has ploughed the land can claim not to be evicted under 
the present bill. The measure that is now sought to be 
introduced is a very liberal one and advantage should be 
taken of that at this stage and all agitation for more 
reforms should stop. * It is not as if I am against granting 
occupancy rights. We have to consider the position of 
inamdar and make a just and equitable solution. It is not 
a one-sided solution, it is a two-sided solution that we 
have to seek. Therefore, my friends would bear with 
the Government ; the Government are at it and there k no 
question of not dealing with it. Time is necessary and 
the question of land reforms is to be decided upon after 
considering all these things* Therefore I submit that 
asking for more is not a very reasonable request at this 
stage. 

Then, some thing is being done by way of nndertaldng 
irrigation projects. Therd seems to be a great anxiety on 
the part of the people on the one hand and tygmlxM on 
ffe Q$f|er that no. definite project hair fee$f decides upon, 
at least nSf ta&en vf m th$ Seeosd Five- Year plan., Evm 
ia^f ard to Hartdifcfi§p||€t or any, Qth<*< project ho final 
decision is tajfcm , Th«? sooner the decision is iakpn in this 
matter* the better. In tjtis connection, I have tb state 
why the High Level Othal and the Thungabhadm Scheme 
Ire not decided upon m& taken up. The $dky has beea 
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stated long, long ago while we were in the composite State. 
Why the scheme of Thugabhadra High Level Canal should 
be deferred or should be under serious consideration still, 
is not known. I hope the Government will come forward 
with a detailed explanation of the situation with regard to 
the I ugh Level Canal I have been recently m the Tunga- 
bhadra Dam area More than the Dam, the canal is a 
wonderful piece of work. The way in which our engineers 
have tackled the problem of leading the water from the 
Dam to the plains through rugged hills and rocky soil, is 
really a mas^r-piece of woik When I see that the neces- 
sity for undertaking the High Level Canal forces itself 
upon us to a great extent, I beseach the Government to 
come forward with a statement soon on this subject. 
When I visited Bellary 'district recently, there was a com- 
plaint that even though the Dam constrution and canal 
construction to a length of 160 miles was complete, water 

was not being supplied to the ryots The Engineering 
Department says that the fault lies with the ryots and that 
they ha\c not kept pace with the developments. But the 
ryots are saying that they are ready and yet water is not 
being supplied to them When the project is complete and 
water is to be supplied and when the ryots are not supplied 
water or as put by the other side, when the ryots are not 
allowed water it is better the Government looks into the 
matter and take steps to see that the fryots get water as 
soon as possible. It is already late the water has not been 
supplied yet and the ryots have had to plough away the 
wet lands or not plough them at all and raise dry crops 
even in this season. This state of affairs requires urgent 
remedy and I hope the Deputy Chief Minister will attend 
to this. The other day, I have seen an elaborate article 
by Sri H. Sitarama Reddi on this subject and he seems to 
think that the department is at fault and not the ryots. 

^ There is a topic which I thought would not cro£ /up 
during this debate, i e, corruption in the public services* 
I think this is not a very relevant topic at this stage be- 
cause this question was agitated upon long ago while we 
were in the composite State* I think that corruption in 
the public services is on the vane. (Interruption) Tblat is 
my impression. I stand to be corrected by any informa- 
tion that the other side may, give. They must be in the 
know of things, how many of their people outside are

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indulging in corrupting the officials. (Interruption) So far 
as we are concerned, we have no lmformatlon on our side.

The concept of Satyagraha was started by a samt Mahatma 
Gandhi Now it is being used or prostituted to ends which 
are so far removed from the objects which were well 
understood by the people of India. We have got the 
Banjar Land Satyagraha ; we have got the Tobacco Satya- 
graha very soon coming ; we have got the Tappers' Satya- 
graha. This Satyagraha is being employed m a very demo- 
cratic way, in the shape of liberty of speech or public 
meetings, liberty of talking in any language they like at 
public meetings ; all these are claimed as democratic rights 
and Satyagraha on every petty ignoble topic is organized, 
not by communists because they do not want to perform 
Satyagraha at all ; they would catch hold of gullible friends 
to start Satyagraha. (Interruption) I will never take to 
Satyagraha for petty or ignoble or coercive ends. There- 
fore, Sir, some pedple start Satyagraha because communists 
promise support and law and order is being thwarted by 
means of this Satyagraha. It is better special legislation 
is undertaken in the prosecution of Satyagraha for keeping 
the law and order position safe in the State. Our com- 
munist friends come forward with amendments to this 
Motion of Thanks, asking for the release of Satyagrahis 
and that is a democratic right that is agitated upon. Every 
act of conciliation, mercy* magnanimity and so on, on the 
part of the Government is exploited for the purpose of ruin 
of law and order position in the State. I submit, Sir, this 
state of affairs should end. The Government have to be 
mote firm. They have been yielding too much during the 
test few months, This attitude must cease, I earnestly 
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hope that these Satyagrahas are not allowed to prop up 
their heads m our State

Sri G Nagabhushanam — I am glad that the publica- 
tions made m Madras Mail and articles published by 
eminent people who went to Moscow and China proved 
that there is even today party dictatorship in China and 
Moscow This is my answer to Sn Hanumantha Rao. The 
communist party is dictatorship and this is because it is 
based on force and coersion. Therefore the basic princi- 
ples of communism is dictatorship and force and that is 
their mam slogan and they live upon it. Let not Mr. 
Hanumantha Rao preach that we are dictators and the 
Congress party is ruling Andhra Desa under dictatorship. 
We believe m Satya and Ahimsa We are showing it in 
our foreign policy and even today great men like Mr.

Sri G. Nagabhushanam:— Sir, I am very, very sorry 
whenever I get up, some of the Members do not allow me 
to speak; I am speaking about the basic principles of Rus- 
sian constitution. I am very sorry if I made any allega- 
tions against any Member- I am not making any personal 
reference and I am not making any personal allegations* I 
feel the honour and respect of the Members on the other 
side are as sacred as mine. Therefore, I am only speaking 
of the bask principles of communism and Gandhism. I 
am proud of Gandhism, We believe in peace and evolu- 
tion* not force, dictatorship and revolution- That is the 
ftn»lameat&I diJBfere&ce between Russia and India* 
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Then, Mr. Hanumantha Rao has spoken about Com- 
mittees He said that m a large number of Committees, 
communists were not represented. On the Committee of 
HRE, Act, Education Committee and Rule Making Com- 
mittee, and several other committees, communists are repre- 
sented. To make an allegation that there are committees 
on which communist members are not represented and 
that those committees are only intended to spend money is 
really unfair and beside the point 

Then, coming to the Address of the Governor, I 
would like to say it is a record of events. I have not come 
across and I may tell, as a student and a public man, such a 
record of events anywhere in the history of India. There- 
fore, what has been achieved in Andhra in one year is 
marvellous. We have done so much and we may congra- 
tulate the ministry for their great performance in one year. 
Sri Venkateswara University is the greatest achievement. 
They have distributed about 1 3 lakhs of acres to the poor 
people. The Government have also appointed a Land 
Reforms Committee. They have granted complete remis- 
sion to all people who pay Rs 10/- or less land revenue. 
Also the Government are going to bring legislation in re- 
gard to inams. Therefore, in all aspects of land problem, 
the Andhra Cabinet has been considering and doing their 
best. 

In regard to electricity extension schemes, let me tell 
the hon* Members, takmg Andhra as a whole we have sup- 
plied electricity, not only in Circars, but also m Rayala- 
seensa. In Anantapur district we have supplied electricity 
for Uravakunda, Gooty, Dharmauaram, Hadiri, Pamidi 
and several other places in such a short time. In regard to 
irrigation projects also, we have laid foundations and they 
are not, as Mr. Hanumantha Rao says, paper foundations, 
They will come up in course of time* We have no patience 
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because we are judging from a revolutionary point of view 
Let us go slowly and let us follow the peaceful and volun- 
tas methods of Mahatma Gandhi Let us not follow re- 
volutionary methods. Let the Opposition Members speak 
what they like. 'Slow and steady wins the race' Let us 
not commit mistakes I know why the communist friends 
on the other side are urging the Government to do things 
in a hurry. It is because they want the Government to 
commit mistakes. Therefore, I want the Government to 
go slowly and with determination* 

The Government have allocated about Rs, 3 lakhs for 
the hill tribes and for the first time a Director is appointed 
to take care of the hill tribes. An amount of Rs. 13.0 
lakhs has been granted for the provision of house-sites to 
Haryans, Regarding the development of industries, steps 
are being taken and committees have been formed and it 
requires some time, because for a plan to be prepared, we 
want capital All these are necessary and development of 
industries takes time. In regard to the handloom industry, 
I may say that we have not done much. It is because the 
Government of India appointed a Committee consisting of 
eminent people and their recommendations took about six 
months or one year and the recommendations are to be put 
into practice. They have recommended that there is inter- 
nal market in India itself and therefore the best thing is to 
monopolize the internal market itself. Therefore the 
Andhra Government have opened several sale emporiums 
throughout Andhra to improve handloom industry. After 
studying the market conditions, we can study the produc- 
tion* In that way the handloom industry is tackled slowly 
and things that are done in haste will fall Therefore, let 
them not think in revolutionary communism. But com- 
immism will fall like pack of cards and it will go down, 
bemuse it i& based on force and violence. Just like the fall 
o£ Mogul Empire after the fallof Auraogazsb, wmmuiusm 
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will fall like a pack of cards because it is based on hatred, 
violence and dictatorship Let them not take pride that 
they have done things. Therefore, 1 say that what has 
been done within this year m Andhra is a record of 
events and the Ministry can take pride in it because no 
Ministry in India has done so much. Instead of compli- 
menting the Government, they have taken advantage of 
criticizing the whole picture by saymg that nothing has been 
done. On the other hand, much has been done The people 
are happy and there is no agitation anywhere m Andhra 
Desa. It is only the communist friends that go to villages and 
carry on such propaganda necessary for their own purposes 
and they are responsible for the disturbances m the villages. 
In spite of several pnsioners being released there is still 
maintenance of law and order. Here, I am asking one 
word. Let them show me other states where inspite of 
these things law and order is maintained. We have been 
maintaining it and we have been providing all amenities to 
the poor people. In course of time the Andhra State is 
bound to make progress and it will go steadily towards 
prosperity. 

Then, regarding the Religious Endowments Board Act, 
I was a member of the Committee and we have revolu- 
tionaized its working. Let them not think that we Con- 
gress people are capitalists. We ' are much more revolu- 
nary. Our great Vmoba Bhave is a non-official member 
and what non-officials can do can be seen from what shri 
Vinoba Bhave has been doing. He has collected about 35 
lakhs of acres of land on account of integrity and character. 
Sir, I am reading a few sentences here. 'Democracy tends 
for the moral progress of humanity whereas communism 
degrades humanity because it is based on dictatorship and 
force. Democracy believes in freedom and affords oppor- 
tunities to all to think and progress morally whereas 
dictatorship degrades humanity and creates fear\ There- 
fore, Sir, in that way Shn Vmoba Bhave has done much 
and we have produced Vinoba Bhave, a man known 
throughout the world. We are as much progressive, but 
our methods are quite different from the communists. We 
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believe in peace and evolution and Shri Vmoba Bhavc 
says that land belongs to the community Therefore, I 
request the Government to go slowly and to follow peace- 
ful methods and also believe m voluntary agreement.

HIS EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR'S ADDRESS. 

His Excellency on arrival was received at the entrance 
to the Legislative Assembly Buildings by the Speaker (the 
Hon Sri N. Venkatramaiya), the Deputy Speaker (Sri P. 
Suryachandra Rao) and the Secretary to the State 
Legislature 

His Excellency and the Speaker were led in a proce- 
ssion by the Secretary to the Legislature, Military Secretary 
and Aide-de-camp to the Governor and conducted to the 
dais. 

The arrival of His Excellency the Governor was anno- 
raced by the Deputy Secretary to the Members who stood 
up as His Excellency entered the Chamber. The Members 
sat down after the Governor took his seat on the dais. 
The Hon. Speaker sat on the left side of His Excellency* 

His Excellency then delivered the following address;— 

Mr, Speaker and Honourable Members of the Legislative 
Assembly, 

l. It is my privilege to address you again today. May 
I also take this opportunity of welcoming you cordially 
and also extending to you my hearty greetings- Our in- 
fant State has completed its first year, and .won the appro- 
bation of all those who have been watching its progress^ 
We have during this short period not only overcome 
several difficulties, but also have had some notable achieve- 
ments to our credit. There are still several problems 
before us whicfe, I have no doubt, we will approach with 
confidence and with a firm resolve to settle quickly. 

A47 
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2. To mark the birth of our new State my Govern- 
ment granted general amnesty to ail prisoners convicted by 
Courts m this State, and ordered their release on San- 
kranthi which fell on 13 th January 3954. Six thousand 
prisoners convicted under the State Acts, and sixty-eight 
convicted under the Centra! Acts, were released as a result 
of the general amnesty. This was hailed all round as a 
bold step, and the House will be glad to know that it has 
had practically no adverse effect on peace and security 

3* In pursuance of the resolution adopted by this 
House in the beginning of March 1954, a separate High 
Court for the State of Andhra has been established at 
Guntur with effect from the 5th July 1954, and with it, life 
in the State has become fuller. 

4. All necessary steps have been taken to present to 
the States Reorganization Commission the views of this 
Government, in favour of the formation of Vasalandhra, 
so that Andhra may grow to its full stature* 

5. You are aware that there was little or no residen- 
tial accommodation available for the staff that moved to 
Kurnool, consequent on the location of the Capital Tem- 
porary accommodation was, therefore, provided for them 
m teats. The tents are not, however, suitable for perma- 
nent residence, nor has private enterprise come forward to 
undertake any large-scale building construction. My 
Government have, therefore, launched upon a building 
programme by no means insignificant Five hundred units 
have already been completed for the different categories of 
the staff. This number will not be sufficient to accommo- 
date the families of even half the existing number of em- 
ployees. My Government propose, therefore, to construct 
»$jttlier bftteh of 500 quarters. 

As the pfeseat Hostel for the Legislators is inadequate 
and 'does not protide all necessary annuities, my Govern* 
mm&^£Qp&®& to coastract a new Legator's Hostel at a 
oo8t of Rs* &5 lakhs on the left bank of the river Hundri 
The new Hostel wiH have all modem amenities for the 
convenience and comfort of the fcon* members of this 
House* 
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The construction of a block of three buildings in the 
premises of the Chief Secretariat to provide accommoda- 
tion for the offices of the Secretariat, which are at present 
scattered in different parts of Kurnool is almost complete, 
and the buildings were formally opened on 21st October, 
by Union Minister for Communications It is indeed a 
happy thought that these buildings are named after the 
late Potti Snramulu, who is held m high esteem by every 
household m Andhra The building intended for the 
offices of the Chief Engineer, Public Works Department 
(General and Buildings), the Special Chief Engineer (Irri- 
gation) and the Highways Branch is almost completed. 

6 I mentioned in my last address that the proposals 
for a new food policy formulated by my Government were 
under consideration by the Government of India. Under 
the policy, as finally approved by the Centre, my Govern- 
ment arranged to procure and export nee to Madras and 
Travancore-Cochm States. A total quantity of about 
2,36,000 tons of nee was procured on Government account 
up to 10th July 1954, when the Government of India de- 
controlled rice completely throughout India and promised 
to take overall stocks of rice remaining unlifted by that 
date- As a result of the procurement and export opera- 
tions undertaken by my Government, the prices of paddy 
and rice were maintained at satisfactory levels. 

When the State was inaugurated, the First Five-year 
Plan as worked out by the Government of the Composite 
State, totalled Rs, 5471 crores for the Andhra State. Of 
this, nearly Rs. 30 crores represented expenditure on 
capital works on irrigation and electricity such as Tunga- 
bhadra and Machkund, and the rest was accounted for by 
new schemes m other fields of developement, viz., Agri- 
culture, Rural Development, Industry, Road Development 
and Social Services. 

The Plan has been revised by my Government in con- 
sultation with the Planning Commission, and now stands 
at Rs, 69.89 crores, involving an increase of a little over 
Rs* 15 crores. This increase is due to the inclusion of new 
schemes audi as 17 medium and small irrigation schemes, 
the Krishna Regulator Scheme, ten additional road works 
asd certain o&e* schemes under Public Health, Education* 
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Forests. Amelioration of Backward Classes, etc. Under 
the Revised Plan, 61 per cent of the total allotment for the 
Plan period is earmarked for Irrigation and Power Pro- 
jects* 9,5 per cent for Agriculture, nearly 5 per cent for 
Roads, and 8*25 per cent for Public Health, etc 

My Government gratefully acknowledge the assistance 
of the Government of India towards bridging the gap 
between the amount required and the resources available 
for implementing the Five- Year Plan This assistance is 
m the form of a loan of Rs. 375 lakhs for the second half 
of 1953-54 and an offer of a loan of Rs. 700 lakhs for 
1954-55. The gap has, by no means, been fully bridged, 
and it is essential therefore to raise additional revenues. 

Work on the Krishna Regulator Road-eam-Bridge has 
commenced. Most of the medium and small irrigation 
schemes for the permanent improvement of areas liable to 
scarcity have been sanctioned, and provision in the budget 
for 1954-55 has also been made. The House will be glad 
to know that Progress of the schemes under various heads 
of development under the Plan has been generally satis- 
factory, and that the overall Progress works out to nearly 
57 |?er cent of the original plan Work in the twenty two 
National Extension Service Blocks, which were inaugurated 
in April 1 954 5 has made a good beginning, and I can tes- 
tify from my personal observations during tours to the 
enthusiasm and earnestness of the people for work and 
effort in these areas. Several impediments in the way of 
the implementation of the schemes, which were almost 
inevitable in the earlier months, have been, or are being, 
tided over, and progress now shows signs of gaining mo* 
n&entom. I have every ho|>e that by the end of the Plan 
period the achievements will be more or less according to 
the targets in the Plan*

Match 056* In April 1954, the Planning Commission 
nfifedtf tiertpia. suggestions regarding the formulation of

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level The Village Plan will be linked with the Taluk Plan, 
the Taluk Plan with the District Plan, and the District Plan 
with the State Plan which will form a part of, and be orga- 
nically linked with, the All-India Plan The district will 
be the pivot of the Second Five- Year Plan, but emphasis 
will be laid on the betterment of living conditions m 
villages It is expected that the whole country would be 
covered by the National Extension Service Programmes by 
the end of the Second Five- Year period, it has been sug- 
gested, therefore, that even m the non-extension areas, 
planning should be on the same lines as in the extension 
areas 

The heads of departments concerned undertook a 
joint tour in the Community Project areas at the end of 
July 1954 to study the working of the two projects m this 
State. The position in regard to the execution of the 
programmes in the Projects was discussed at a conferenec 
held early in August 1954, and measures were devised to 
remove bottle-necks and to achieve the targets within the 
programme period My Government have taken steps to 
implement those measures In particular, we are fully 
seized of the importance of good, alert, efficent, progressive, 
and co-ordinated administration as a vital factor in sound 
and real development, and are therefore bestowing conti- 
nuous attention on measures calculated to enhance prompt- 
ness, efficiency and progressive spirit in all grades of the 
public services. 

7, The per capita consumption of electricity m the 
Andhra State at present is only of the order of 5 units, 
and this is very low as compared with the corresponding 
figure of 15 units for the whole of India, Andhra is parti- 
cularly backward with regard to rural electrification, as 
only 2 per cent of its 16,000 villages receive supply at 
present. In the First Five- Year Plan, a provision of about 
Rs. 1 crore per annum has been made for rural electrifica- 
tion- At that time of the inauguration of the State, a large 
aittnber of schemes for extension of electricity supply, which 
had been sanctioned, were either pending execution* or 
p&rtiy executed and kept in abeyance owing to the theti 
prevailing financial stringency- My Government soon 
.realized the need for rapid development of electricity supply, 
|>aiikiila% in rural areas. As a first step, they withdrew 
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the voluntary loan contribution scheme which m a way 
prevented the building up of load. They also sanctioned a 
arge number of schemes which were deferred m the Com- 
posite State up till 1st Octobci 1953 and also some new 
schemes. Sanctioned scheme^ costing about Rs 5 ctores 
aie read) fot execution The staff needed for the execution 
of the extension schemes has also been sanctioned. There 
are prospects of obtaining additional power from the 
Governments of Mysore and Madras for distribution in the 
Ceded Districts and Chittoor area respectively On the 
completion of the extension schemes on hand and with the 
power development anticipated, the number of villages and 
towns served with electnciry in this State will increase from 
400 to 500* About 30,000 to 40,000 rural consumers are 
expected to be served among whom 5,000 to 6,000 will be 
those engaged in cottage industries. 

Some more schemes costing about Rs, 2 crores, are 
under scrutiny by my Government. The mam difficulty in 
the way of sanction and execution of the schemes is finance

At the end of the First Five-\ear Plan, the per capita 
consumption in the State is expected to increase to about 
10 units. The Second Five- Year Plan for Power Projects is 
being formulated with a view to increasing the per capita 
consumption to 20 units at the md of the Second Plan 
period* 

During February 1954, the Supreme Court declared 
void the Madras Electricity Supply Undertakings (Acqui- 
sition) Act* 1949, under which some private and local 
authority electrical undertakings were acquired by the 
Government The Andhra Electricity Supply Undertakings 

(Acquisition) Bill* 1954, passed during the Waltair session 
of this House, validates the action taken by the Govern* 
ment under 1949 Act and also gives power to Government 
to acquire any of the licensee undertakings still operating 
in this Sate* It isnow proposed to undertake the national!* 
zation of the ^umainiog private electric supply undertakings. 
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8 All road works in this State are generally carried 
out by the Highways Department, though the authorities 
who pay for the works are different, depending on the 
classification of the roads The policy of my Go\ernment 
is that they should be directly responsible for all roads of 
State importance, that is, State Highways and major district 
roads including portions of State roads within municipal 
limits, and that only roads of local importance, i.e., other 
district roads and village roads, should be left with the 
local bodies In pursuance of this policy, all State High- 
ways and an appreciable mileage of major district roads 
have been taken over under the control of the Government. 
The remaining major district roads will be taken over from 
the local bodies as and when the State's finances permit. 

9 The seasonal conditions were latterly tending to 
become unfavourable in certain tracts of Rayalaseema, 
but recent rains have happily minimized damage to standing 
crops. My Government are watching the situation carefully 
and I need hardly assure the House that we will take appro- 
priate relief measures, if and when necessary. 

10. My Government have appointed a Land Reforms 
Committee to examine the question of land reforms m the 
State and to make recommendation, having regard to the 
existing social conditions and needs. The Committee will, 
among other things, consider questions relating to farm 
tenancy, fixation of limits to the size of holding and 
improvement of agricultural prosperity. 

The poverty of the majority of our ryot population is 
recognized by all Measures to grant them relief have been 
under consideration of the various States for a long time. 
My Government examined the question of exempting un- 
economic holdings from the payment of land revenue with 
a view to affording relief to the poorer classes of ryots. 
The^ have decided that as an act of social and econctoic 
justice all persons liable to pay to the Government in the 
aggregate Rs, 10 or less by way of land revenue, water-rate 
and cesses should be exempted from payment thereof* 
This is a step which I believe is without precedent in any 
#ker part of our country The revenue that is thus fore- 
gone is between Rs. 130 and Rs. 150 lakhs, but what is lost 
to the Government is a gain to the poor ryots, 
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Having regard to the deficit in the current year's 
budget, which "will necessarily increase as a result of the 
exemption of uneconomic holdings from payment of land 
revenue, to which 1 have just referred, my Government will 
shortly be coming before you for raising additional resou- 
rces in the nature of increase in Sales Tax, change over 
from Sales Tax to purchase tax: in respect of certain com- 
modities and sales tax on mill cloth of specified counts, 
surcharge on land revenue and imposition of full assessment 
on certain classes of minor mams. 

With a view to provide employment to agricultural and 
industrial labour m the State, my Government have under- 
taken the question of organizing different types of Co-ope- 
rative societies for them and to extend to them the neces- 
sary financial and other assistance Two new Co-operative 
Land Colonization Schemes have been recently sanctioned 
by my Government The general principles underlying 
the revised land assignment policy of the Government are 
applicable to these schemes also. 

1L The scheme for the relief of handloom weavers 
sanctioned through the agency of the Co-operative Societies 
in June 1952 was continued up to February 1954, A State 
Handloom Committee has now been constituted with 
Officials and non-officials representing various interests of 
the industry, to advise Government on matters relating to 
the development of the industry. A loan of Rs. 20 lakhs 
have been sanctioned to the Andhra Handloom Weaver's 
Co-operative Society to enable it to purchase the stocks of 
hand4oom cloth accumulated with its primary societies 
and arrange for their sale, Andhra's share of the Hand* 
loom Cess Fmid was tentatively fixed at Rs* 47.70 lakhs, 
and it was subsequently raised to Rs. 49.63 lakhs. During 
1953"»54» schemes costing about Rs* 38.95 lakhs were sane- 
tioad, but much progress could not be made in their imple* 
i^^ntatioa, m the sanction of the Government of India was 
received <kte at thfe end of the financial year- During 
l$54-$& &r$um of Rs, 3*40 lakhs under grants and Rs. 42*9§ 
lak&s uader Imm have so far been sanctioned by the Gov- 
erament of Indian The approved schemes mainly comprise 
$tmt oftoafis towards the working e&pital of societies and 
tl# #$jfe hiatal #f the weavers admitted into the coope* 
f$iive fold* expansion of ttie orgamzation of internal 
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marketing and propaganda for sale of handloom cloth, 
research and improvement in design and better technique, 
rebate on the sale of handloom cloth, loans to the Andhra 
Handloom Weavers' Co-operative Society and the Andhra 
Co-operative Spinning Mills, Guntakal When the schemes 
are implemented in full, it is hoped that the condition of 
the weavers will appreciably improve. 

12. It is the policy of my Government to encourage 
the Khadi Industry m the State. The Khadi scheme con- 
sists of two parts Intensive and Extensive. Under the 
Extensive part, all facilities are given to the residents of the 
selected areas in the matter of spinning and weaving of 
Khadi In the Intensive Khadi Scheme areas, my Govern- 
ment also produced Khadi on Government account by 
purchasing the surplus yarn produced by the spinners and 
converting the same into cloth and dispose of it by sale to 
local residents, residents of other areas and to Government 
departments. 

A State Khadi and Village Industries Board consisting 
of officials and non-officials has been constituted It will 
advise on measures to be taken by the Government for the 
development of Khadi and other village industries. 

13. A scheme for the Development of palm products 
in the State has been approved by my Government It has 
the three-fold objective of providing employment for ex- 
tappers, making a nutritive food article available to the 
people under hygienic conditions, and ensuring economic 
exploitation of the natural wealth of lakhs of palm trees 
in the State. It has been decided to run experimental cen- 
tres in the nature of produetion-a/m,demon$tration,, one 
for each district, in addition to the starting of two Neeira 
Bhavans in two urban centres, one at Kuraool another at 
Roddam* Neera required for these centres and Bhava&$ 
will be purchased from licensed tappers who will be paid 
lie. 0-3-6 per gallon. Two pilot units on factory basis , of 
one ton capacity each for production of sugar from £tea 
will also be started. A Committee styled The Palm Pro* 
ducts Development Committee 5 , consisting of both officials 
ami non-officiaJs, has been constituted $t the State lev$l to 
assist in the formulation of policy, supervise the actual 
working and review the progress of the schp«ie from tims 

A*l$ 
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to time. The aim is ultimately to cover all districts and 
bring all juice-yielding palms under the scheme, providing 
empoloyment to every tapper and at the same time utilizing 
to the full the economic value of the palm trees. 

14, The Kuppuswami Committee has submitted its 
report on Elementary Education, and the financial and 
other implications arising out of the recommendations of 
the Committee are under examination. Copies of the 
report are already in the hands of the Honourable Members 
of the House. It is estimated that if all the recommenda- 
tions are to be implemented, the ultimate recurring cost to 
Government would be of the order of Rs 3 crores and the 
non-recurring cost about 4 crores on the basis of existing 
numbers. 

The whole subject of reform of Secondary Education 
in the light of the report of the Secondary Education Com- 
mission is being closely examind by experts. The Central 
Government has put forward a scheme of assistance to the 
State Governments for diversification of courses in Second- 
ary Education* The scheme is under the consideration of 
my Government 

In the field of University Education, the most out- 
standing achievement has been the inauguration of the Sri 
Vsnkateswara University on 2nd September 1954 at Tiru- 
pati, which should help to bring higher education closer 
withitt the reach of the backward districts of Rayala- 
seema. 

We are embarking on an expansion of the National 
Cadet Corps in our colleges and schools, thanks to the 
increased financial assistance from the Government of 
fcidia* Our expanded scheme provides for a net increase 
of 33 officers and 1,331 cadets. The significant feature of 
the expansion scheme is the raising of Senior and Junior 
Vision Girls* Units- ProvMonhas also been made for 
thfe^isiEg of Engineering, Medical and Air-Wing Units. 

15. In the fiel* of Public Health and Medicine, the 
ijsi^hMbaftuCoiaiBitiee^ teport on the indigenous systems 

of medicine is nader exandaatioa* 
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The B.CG Mass Vaccination Scheme, for which we 
have received very generous assistance from the UNICEF 
by way of equipment, transport, etc , was inaugurated by 
me at Visakhapatnam on the 15th October 

A scheme for the control of Yaws among the hill tribes 
has also been started. 

Our State was allotted two out of the four National 
Malaria Control Plan Units which fell to the share of the 
Composite State Government. The plans of operations 
under the National Malaria Control programme has been 
sanctioned, and we have now taken up 15 more expanded 
schemes, m addition to the schemes which were in existence 
in previous years m 29 panchayats and 8 municipalities. 

Certain Public Health Development schemes under the 
First Five- Year Plan, which for one reason or another were 
not implemented till now, have been sanctioned for imple- 
mentation These relate to training of Health Visitors and 
Sanitary Inspectors, expansion of the Malaria Bureau, 
putting up of Rural Sanitation Units, Nutrition Research, 
and measures for the prevention and control of epidemic 
diseases. 

16. My Government, after careful consideration of 
the present condition of district boards in the State, came 
to the conclusion that they should be replaced by some 
other suitable agency. Having regard to the directive 
principle of State policy that steps should be taken to 
organize village panchayats and endow them with such 
powers and authority as may be necessary to enable them 
to function as units of self-government, my Government 
have decided. 

(1) to take steps to constitute panchayats immediately 
in as many villages as possible ; and 

(2) to replace District Boards by District Pancfeayat 
Councils* 

There will be an Executive Officer of appropriate 
status for the District Council He will be responsible to 
the District Council and be in general charge of office 
administration and implementation of the decisions of the 
Council 
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My Government believe that District Councils consis- 
ting of elected representatives of the panchayats in the 
district are better suited to co-ordinate the work of 
Panchayats, give them the necessary fillip and make them 
effective village republics and accordingly propose to 
introduce legislation during this session. 

,17. My Government are taking keen interest in the 
field of Social Welfare, and have constituted a State Social 
Welfare Board which serves as a connecting link between 
the voluntary organizations in the State and the Central 
Socia* Welfare Board. One of the major functions of the 
State Social Welfare Advisory Board is to supervise the 
seventeen Welfare Extension Centres allotted to this State 
as a part of the General All-India Scheme. My Govern- 
ment are well aware of the valuable contribution that 
voluntary social organizations can make m achieving 
progress and development, and will do all that is possible 
to encourage them. 

18. The amelioration work relating to Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other Backward Classes in the 
State, is going on apace. A new post of Director of Tribal 
Welfare has been sanctioned recently to enable greater 
attention to be bestowed on the welfare of Scheduled 
Tribes and Agency areas. 

The Government of India have allotted a sum of 
Rs. 15 lakhs for schemes for the amelioration of Scheduled 
areas aad Scheduled Tribes for 1954-55. It is proposed to 
Utilize a sum of Rs* 2 lakhs out, of this grant for the initial 
share capital of the Scheduled Tribes Finance and Mar- 
keting Coloration Limited, which will shortly be started 
in the Agency area. The aim of the Corporation is to 

Erotect the tribesmen from exploitation, provide credit 
jcffite supply tfyefr day-to-day needs, besides seeds and 
agricultural implements, and also undertake the marketing 
of t&eir produce.

is in addition to the amount of Rs. 3 6 lakhs provided 
separately m the budget for the provision of house-sites to 
Hanjans According to the revised policy of my Govern- 
ment, house-sites to Hanjans including Hanjan converts, 
will be granted free of cost in all cases, and each family 
will be provided with a site of 5 cents whether the land is 
wet or dry. 

19. On account of the acute shortage of housing 
accommodation m several of the urban areas in the State, 
my Government had occasion recently to review the ex- 
isting limits for loans to Housing Societies which are found 
to be too restrictive for the present purposes. 

According to the loan limits which have been recently 
liberalized by my Government, loans can be given up to 
Rs. 15,000 per individual m Guntur town and up to Rs. 
10,000 in other urban areas. In accordance with the same 
policy, the loan limits applicable to Rural Housing Socie- 
ties have been increased from Rs. 3,000 to Rs. 5 9 000 in 
each case 

20. At the instance of my Government, the Govern- 
ment of India have agreed to intensify field surveys during 
the current year by the Geological Survey of India in 
certain specified areas in the districts of Krishna, Kurnool, 
Guntur, West Godavan, Visakhapatnam and Snkakulam, 
particularly in respect of important minerals like bauxite, 
iron ore, coal, manganese, copper, beryl and monazite. 

2L There is a feeling that a good deal of public trust 
property is being enjoyed as private property or misused 
by persons who or whose ancestors at one time might 
have been trustees. A Special Officer has, therefore, been 
appointed to inquire into the alleged widespread mismana- 
gement of the properties belonging to Hindu Religious and 
Charitable trusts created for public purposes, and in par- 
ticular whether there has been wrongful enjoyment of such 
properties (including cases of breaches of trust, express or 
Constructive) and to suggest methods by which the said 
properties can be recovered and properly administered. 
It is hoped that this will go at least some way to improve 
matters relating to public trusts* 
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22 Even in the Composite State certain areas in 
Andhra needed constant vigilance for the effective main- 
tenance of law and order because certain anti-social ele- 
ments were engaged in subversive activities It is gratify- 
ing, however, that law and order have been maintained 
without any noticeable lapses from the high standards 
prescribed for the police force, and on the whole the rela- 
tions between the police and the public continue to be 
friendly and cordial 

23. Seven Ordinances have been promulgated after 
the last Session was prorogued — 

(l) The Indian Bar Councils (Andhra Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1954 (Andhra Ordinance I of 1954), to provide 
for the constitution of an ad hoc Bar Council for the 
Andhra High Court for a period of six months pending the 
settlement of certain preliminaries necessary before a re- 
gular elected Bar Council is constituted under the Bar 
Councils Act. 

(u) Sri Venkateswara University (Amendment) Ordi- 
nance, 1954 (Andhra Ordinance II of 1954), to make it 
clear that the Chief Justice referred to in section 10 of the 
Act is the Chief Justice of the Andhra High Court. 

(iii) The Madras Motor Vehicles (Taxation of Pas- 
sengers and Goods) Andhra Amendment Ordinance, 1954 
(Andhra Ordinance III of 1954), to omit a provision in the 
principal Act which was held to be unconstitutional and 
invalid by the High Court of Madras, 

(iv) The Andhra Tenants Protection Ordinance, 1954 
(Andhra Ordinance IV of 1954), providing for temporary 
protection against eviction of tenants in certain inam lands 
by staying suits and other proceedings relating to such 
eviction, and also providing for the restoration of such 
tenants evicted on or after the 1st October 1953. 

(v) The Societies Registration (Andhra Amendment) 
Omittance, 1954 (Andhra Ordinance V of 1954), substituting 
references to the '^Inspector-General of Registration"* for 
references to the "Registrar of Joint Stock Companies" as 
it has become necessary to appoint an Officer of the State 
'Government to exercise the powers under the Societies Re- 
gistration Act, consequent on the taking over of the admi- 
titration of the Companies Act by the Government of 
Itt&ia from the 1st October 1954 
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(iv) The Madras District Boards (Amendment) An- 
dhra Second Amendment Ordinance, 1954 (Andhia Ordi- 
nance VI of 1954), seeking to amend the Madras District 
Boards Amendment Act, 1953, so as to provide for the 
extension of the term of Special Officer of District Boards 
for a further period of six months from the 1st Oc- 
tober 1954. 

(vh) An Ordinance extending the life of the Madras 
Tenants and Ryots Protection Act, 1949 (Andhra Ordi- 
nance VII of 1954), which expired on 7th October 1954 

It is proposed to replace these Ordinances by Acts of 
the Legislature. Bills for this purpose will be introduced 
m the present session 

24. My Government propose to introduce certain 
important Bills during the current session of the Assembly 
apart from measures for raising additional financial re- 
sources I mention some of them below: — 

(i) The Madras Devadasis (Prevention of Dedication) 
Act, 1947, as it now stands, prohibits dancing by a woman 
only in the precincts of any temple or other religious ins- 
titution or in any procession of a Hindu deity, idol or 
object of worship installed m any such temple or institu- 
tion or at any festival or ceremony held m respect of such 
a deity, idol, or object of worship. A Bill to amend the 
Act so as to prohibit dancmg by women m any marriage 
or pther procession taken out in public streets will be 
brought before the House* 

(ii) A Committee was constituted by my Government 
to enquire into the working of the Madras Hindu Reli- 
gious and Charitable Endowments Act, 1951, and to su- 
ggest suitable amendments* Necessary amending legisla- 
tion to implement the suggestions of the Committee will be 
brought before the House. 

(in) The Government of India, while enacting the

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(iv) As certain defects were noticed m the working 
of the Madras Suppression of Immoral Traffic Act, 1930 
the Government of the Composite State of Madras appo- 
inted a Committee consisting of certain officials and non- 
officials to examine the provisions of the Act and to su- 
ggest suitable amendments The Committee's recommen- 
dations were examined and the Government have decided 
to introduce in this session a Bill for amending the Act m 
certain respects. 

(v) A BUI to amend the Madras Estates (Abolition 
and Conversion into Ryotwan) Act, 1948, with a view to 
provide rights of appeal to Government against the deci- 
sions of the settlement officers under the Act 

(vi) A Bill to amend the Madras Estates Land (Re- 
duction of Rent) Act, 1947, so as to empower Government 
to cancel, revise or modify notifications issued under 
section 3 (2) of the Act. 

(vii) A Bill* to eKtend the life of the Madras Preser- 
vation of Private Forests Act, 1949, for a further period 
of two years from 3rd December 1954. 

(vin) A Bill to provide for the constitution of District 
Panchayat Councils m the place of District Boards. 

25, These and other matters will engage your atten- 
tion during this session which will be a strenuous one, and 
I have no doubt that your debates and deliberations in this 
and future sittings will be conducted with the same high 
sense of public duty and responsibility as in the past* The 
supreme task befere us all is the rapid advancement of our 
country with the main objective of improving standards of 
living, All of us have to dedicate ourselves to this task 
with zeal, energy, and steadfastness, and have to be satu- 
rated with a spirit of sacrifice and selfless service. I hope 
and pray that none of us will be found wanting. Having 
adopted the democratic way of achieving progress, let us 
alt remember that "democracy is the hardest of all systems 
of Government* but that it is the only system worthy of 
free m&n aad women/*
